I am disturbed over re- 
ports — admittedly prema- 
ture — that the National 
Commission on Food Mar-, 
keting is getting ready to 
suggest revolutionary chan- 
ges in the system of mar- 
keting foods in our nation 

The commission's report 
is not due to be released 
until June, and there are in- 
dications that the commis- 
sion membership is {аг 
from achieving absolute to- 
getherness over its ultimate 
contents. 

But numerous news out- 
lets already have published 
"leaks" of information pur- 
ported to reveal the pro- 
bable recommendations of 
the commission. 

Most of the sources agree 
that the commission will re- 
commen dthat U. S. "agri- 
cultura! marketing authori- 


to assure farmers of more 
effective collective bargain- 
ing power. 

Certainly our farmers de- 
serve — and must have in 
order to survive — more 
say-so on what is a fair 
price for what they produce. 
I have repeatedly expres- 
sed my concern for their 
marketing position. 

But I contend that farm- 
ers already have all the op- 
tions -they need to exercise 
in achieving better bargain- 
ing power ... through mar- 
keting coperatives, market 


agreements and market ord. * 


ers. 

The commission apparent- 
ly would suggest the intro- 
duction of still another ele- 


ment presumably to streng- 


then the farmer's position: 
federal administration thru 
the U. S. "marketing auth- 
orities." 

The reports indicate that 
the authorities would be run 
by a U. S. Department of 


Agriculture administrator. 
They would have power to 
control production and mar- 
keting, negotiate farm pric- 
es, and conduct collective 
bargaining. 

I won't prejudge the com- 
mission's recommendations 
on this matter, but I am a-

Pre-planting Fumigation . 


You have to fumigate the up treatment for nematodes, 


soil for pretty roses, and 
it's best to do the job be- 
fore planting them. 

This way, you rid the soil 
of any harmful organisms 


such as fungi, bacteria or 
nematodes. 

However, Dr. Howard N. 
Miller, plant pathologist 


with the state's Agricultural 
Experiment Stations, says 
f you wait until after 
planting to fumigate for ne- 
matodes, there are materials 
9n the market which can be 
added directly to the plant 
or around it to kill these 
pests. But, he adds, the 
planting treatment is more 
practical. 

When dealing with fungi 
and baceteria, fumigating 
before and not after plant- 
ing is the rule. Dr. Mullin 
says any material used af- 
ter planting to fight these 
soil organisms will also in- 
jure or kill the plant
